GARY STATES ATTITUDE

He Says the Principle of 
“Open Shop” Is Vital to 
Industrial Progress--De- 
clares Country Won’t 
Stand for “Closed Shop.” 


Pittsburg, September 17.—When 
the national committee for organ- 
izing iron and steel workers, which 
met here today to consider matters 
in connection with the proposed 
Strike of steel workers, adjourned 
tonight until tomorrow morning 
John Fitzpatrick, chairman of the 
committee, made the unequivocal 
Statement that the walkout would 
take place next Monday morning, as 
already decided upon. He said no 
action was taken at today’s meet- 
ing to postpone the strike, and that 
the decision reached at Washington 
last week would not be revoked 
Mr. Fitzpatrick said a _ statement 
would be issued tomorrow after- 
noon, 

The meeting discussed the ques- 
tion of postponing the walkout 
until after the industrial confer- 
ence in Washington, beginning Oc- 
tober 6, as requested by President 
Wilson;: but arguments were made 
against postponement on the ground 
that the steel workers, having gone 
so far in their campaign for settle- 
ment of grievances by collective 
bargaining, cannot now turn back 
Few details of the meeting were 
permitted to leak out, and newspa- 
per men were kept away from the 
meeting room. 

Attitude of Gempdke. 


A report was circulated that 
Samuel Gompers,a president of the 
American Federat.pn of Labor, had 
been wired to come here tomorrow 
but Chairman Fitzpatrick tonight 
said the report was not true. Mr 
Gompers, according to report, is not 
unfavorable to a postponement if it 
will not work injury to the steel 
workers. 

Chairman Fitzpatrick was asked 
if the strikers would picket the 
steel plants. 

“No, there will be no picketing; 
the men will go fishing,” He’ said. 
“We will leave the mill guards and 
professional gunmen run the 
plants.”

The dinner was attended by 
more than 150 men, representing 
nearly every cotton-growing state 
in the south.

SPEAKS OF 

FEDERAL RESERVE BANKS. 

Mr. Harding had prepared no set 
speech for the oécasion Wednesday 
night, explaining that he had been 
too busy to'dictate one, but spoke 
from brief notes that he carried. 

He said that the federal reserve 
banks have all the advantages of a 
big central bank without the dis- 
advantages. They exercise local con- 
trol of credits and all the board 
does is to coordinate the operations 
of the twelve banks in the sytem, 
with their aggregate combined cred- 
it of 3% billions of dollars. 

Our conditions im the south from 
the economic standpoint, except the 
cotton crop, are not different from 
other parts of the country, he stat-

AGAINST FURTHER 
FOREIGN CREDITS 


At Afternoon Session, 
Governor of Federal Re- 
serve System Doubts the 
Wisdom of More Finan- 
cial Aid to Europe by 
Government. 


ASSOCIATION URGES 
EXTENSION, HOWEVER 


Resolution to Disapprove 
Letter to Wilson, Which 
Urges Further Credits, 
Is Overwhelmingly De- 
feated, Despite Speak- 
er’s Argument.

Despite the admonition of Gov- 
ernor W. P. G. Harding, of the fed- 
eral reserve system, a t hope 
should not be entert of6r the 
enactment of measures by congress 
providing for the further extension 
of European credits, and his state- 
ment that he doubted the wisdom of 
this government extending further 
financial aid to foreign countries 
since the war has closed, a gather- 
ing of bankers, businegs men, cot- 
ton growers and others, meeting in 
the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce 
Wednesday afternoon, under the 
auspices of the American Cotton as- 
sociation declined to disapprove 
a request that has been made on 
President Wilson to call a _ con- 
ference of the business men of 
America for the purpose of devis- 
ing plans for the extension of Amer- 
ican credits to foreign countries. 

Mr. Harding had placed before the 
representative gathering the ex- 
traordinary responsibilities that are 
to be exacted of the business men 
of the country, and especially of 
the south, in the efforts that will 
be necessary in order that the ab- 
normal conditions consequent to the 
demands of reconstruction may be 
met. He said that every govern: 
ment loan that had been raised, to 
which the citizens of this country 
so generously » “scribed, had given 
its 50 cents in each dollar to foreign 
credits, and he asked: “Are you will- 
ing to issue more bonds, add more 
taxes to the people?” 


DOUBTS WISDOM 
OF MORE CREDIT. 


He plainly indicated his belief 
that congress would not grant fur- 
ther credits to. fereign countries, 
and said that this belief was based 
upon a thorough canvass of legisla- 
tive officers. He also said that he 
doubted the wisdom of extending 
the war time emergency credits to 
European countries that were allow- 
ed by this government during the 
days of actual warfare. 

Mr. Harding was followed by 
President J. &. Wannamaker, who, 
after delivering an address in sup- 
port of the American Cotton asso- 
ciation, caused to be read a letter 
which he had addressed to Presi- 
dent Wilson, asking the chief exec- 
utive to issue a call to the business 
men of America to assemble and 
devise means by which foreign cred- 
its may be further extended. 

At the close of Mr. Wannamak- 
er’s address, Wright Willinzham, of 
Rome, arose. and asking the privi- 
leges of the floor, explained that 
his purpose was to offer a protest 
against the létter addressed to the 
president, which had been indorsed 
by the executive committee of the 
American Cotton association, call- 
ing upon the president to convene 
the business men of the country fo! 
the purpose of planning European 
credits. 


PROTESTS 
RESOLUTION. 

“In the first place,” 
Willingham, “I feel that between 
the boll weevil and the federal 
reserve banks, the cotton farmer 
is sure to ,eceive a fair price for 
his cotton, and I wish to enter my 
protest agains the resolution that 
has just been read.”

Report Comes From San- 
tiago, Chile, Where It Is 
Believed — Communica- 
tion With Peru Under 
Censorship. 


Santiago, Chile, September 17.— 
Persistent rumors are in circulation 
here that Augusto B. Leguia, presi- 
dent of Peru, was assassinated ,'u-s- 
day. Dispatches received by the 
foreign ministry ‘rom Iquique say 
that in Iquique the rumor is be- 
lieved to be true. 

All communication with Peru is 
under censorship, and confirmation 
of the rumor therefore cannot be 
obtained at present.

Washington, September 17.—Act- 
ing on the resolution adopted last 
night “requesting” President Wilson 
to appoint additional members of 
their organization to act with capi- 
tal and labor in the confiference to 
be ‘held in Washington, October 6, 
Charles H. Barrett, of Union City, 
Ga., president of the National Board 
of Farm organizations, began deter- 
mined action to secure what they 

think a fair representation. 
Proportional representation for 
the organized farmers of the United 
States at the forthcoming white 
house capital and labor conference 
was requested of President Wilson 


tonight i na telegram sent by Presi- | 
dent Barrett and signed by many 


members of the organization meet- | 


ing here, 

Direct appeal to the president for 
greater representation than the 
three delegates allotted them by the 
president’s plan for the conference, 
was decided upon after a committee 
of the farm board had called upon 
Bernard M. Baruch, Mr. Baruch has 
been in Washington for several days 
and is understood to be in close 
touch with the president. Whether 
the job of working out some of the 
details of the white house con- 
ference has been placed in the hands 
of Mr. Baruch could not be learned, 
but it is known that some of the 
phases already have been delegated 
to Franklin B. Lane, secretary of the 
interior, and William B. Witsom, 
secretary of labor. 

The action of the farmers in plac- 
ing the matter squarely before the 
president was the direct result of 
a resolution adopted by. the board 
last night contending that the or- 
ganizations represented by the board 
and speaking for 8,000,000 farmers 
throughout the country were en- 
titled to representation at least 


equal to that accorded organized 
labor. 
Farmers Vitally Interested. 

Officers of the national board as- 
sert the farmers are vitally inter- 
ested in the outcome of a national 
economic conference such as the 
president’s meeting proposes to be, 
as any other interest, labor, employ- 
ing or financial, 

“Labor has been given large rep- 
resentation, although it raised hell 
generally, while the agricultural in- 
terests have been loyal,” said Milo 
D. Campbell, chairman of the na- 
tional board. 

There has been a growing dia- 
pleasure among the agricultural in 
erests ever since President Wil- 
son’s announcement August 26 of 
the white house conference. The 
farmers’ organizations were allotted 
only three delegates—namely, one 
each for the National Grange, the 
Farmers’ union and the National 
Equity society. The American Fed- 
eration of Labor was called upon to 
name fifteen delegates, the United 
States Chamber of Commerce five, 
he national industrial conference 
board five, and the _ Investment 
Bankers’ association two. In addi 
tion President Wilson proposed to 
appoint personally fifteen members 
to represent the general public. 
making a “round table’ conference 
of forty-five members. 

Although the communication sent 
the president tonight by the farm- 
ers was not made public, it is un- 
derstood that it makes no sugges- 
tion that the number of delegates

Burial Parties Searching 
the Lowlands for Vic- 


tims’ and Interring the 
_ Bodies Wherever Found. 


FOOD SITUATION ACUTE 
IN STRICKEN SECTION 


The Rivers Are Rising 
and Relief Trains Are 
Likely to Be Delayed. 
Carcasses of Cattle 
Drowned Are Being 
Burned. 


Corpus Christi, Texas, September 
17.—Darkness fell on the storm- 
stricken city of Corpus Christi and 
environs tonight with the list of 
dead from Sunday’s hurricane ap- 
proaching 300 and with a heavy rain 
which fell almost’ continuously 
throughout the day hampering the 
work of clearing away the debris 
and increasing the suffering of 
thousands of homeless. 

All attempts at identifying the 
bodies had been abandoned because 
of their condition and burial par- 
ties sent out along the shores of 
Nueces bay were hurrying the 
corpses to nearby towns for in- 
terment. 

The bay front is lighted tonight 
by a score or more of huge bonfires. 
Into these fires are being cast the 
carcasses of cattle drowned when 
‘the tidal wave swept over Mustang 
Island, which Hes across the mouth 
of Corpus Christi bay. 

Heavy rainfall to the east of Cor- 
pus Christi was threatening to stop 
relief trains hurrying here over the 
San Antonio and Aransas Pasa Rail- 
way. Last reports said the Nueces 
river was rising rapidly and that a 
railway bridge between Robstown 
and Odom was in danger of being 
carried away. 


Food Situation Becomes Acute. 

The food situation, serious from 
the outset, took a more acute turn 
today with the arrival of several 
hundred refugees from the sur- 
rounding country. Most of these 
were cotton-pickers who had been 
left destitute as the result of the 
destruction of all cotton fields in 
this section. The fear was freely 
expressed tonight that when the 
limited food stocks in surrounding 
towns is exhausted, more than 30,- 
000 persons would become entirely 
dependent upon relief supplies now 
being brought here unless the rail- 
road-situation Improves. 

All visitors and sightseers were 
warned to remain away from Corpus 
Christi, on pain of being met at the 
train with a shovel and put to work 
clearing away debris, by Mayor Ger- 
don Boone and Roy Miller, chairman 
of the cit®ens’ relief comm 'ttee, ina 
joint statement tonight. There is 
sufficient labor here for all needs, 
the statement says, and in view of 
the acute food situation every ad- 
ditional mouth to feed adds to the 
strain on the city’s meager re- 


sources. 
It is now feared that the death 


toll will reach far into the hundreds, 
as reports reaching here from 
across Nueces bay, in the vicinity 
of Portland, White Point and Rocita 
and other towns in that section tell 
a uniform story of heavy casual- 
ties. 
Hunting for the Dead. 

According to reports the receding 
waters left bodies strewn along the 
entire north shores of the bay. 
Burial parties are being sent out 
from here to scour all lowlands 
along Nueces bay and bury them 
in the most expeditious manner, as 
practically all hope of identifying 
any of the bodies had been aban- 
doned. 

The temporary morgue opened in 
the Corpus Christi courthouse was 
closed today and all bodies now are 
being carried directly to the cem- 
eteries, where they are buried with 
simple rites by waiting clergymen. 
Pieces of clothing, jewelry and oth- 
er keepsakes found on the bodies 
of the victims are being preserved 
and filed with the county recorder 
in the hope they may later be of use 
to relatives and friends as a means 
of identification, 

Five military airplanes from Kelly 
Field, San Antonio, arrived in 
Corpus Christi this afternoon to aid 
in the search for the victims and 
marooned refugees and to open up 
communication with points still cut 
off. 

A plane circled over Corpus Chris- 
ti and over Port Aransas yesterday 
afternoon and reported that many 
bodies could be discerned at Port 
Ararses but that a landing was im- 
possible before high water.

AUDITORIUM MEETING 
MARKED BY DISORDER 


President Spoke With 
Difficulty Against Hum 
of Talk and Yells From 
Gallery—Wilson Claims 
China Will Benefit by 
Treaty and That Japan 
Will Get Out of Shan- 
tung. 


San Francisco, September 17.—To 
an unroarious crowd in the Civic 
auditorium here tonight, President 
Wilson declared that in his trip 
across the continent he had become 
convinced that the treaty issue 
be decided rightly by the 
people and “not by any private pur- 
pose of thelrown.” He repeated his 
declaartion that the league of na- 
tions was not the work of hte Ver- 
sailles conference, but grew out of 
years of thought by men who did 
not devote any portion of their con- 
sideration to politics. Some of the 
most constructive minds of both 
parties, he asserted, had been de- 
voted to the project for a genera- 
tion. 

Much Disorder in Hall. 

There was much disorder tn the 
hall during the address and the 
president spoke with apparent dift- 
ficulty against a hum of talk in 
the distant galleries. Once he stop- 
ped to ask for closer attention, but 
the crowd did not quiet down. 

When he left his hotel for the 
auditorium he was cheered by 4 
crowd which had blockaded the 
street for more than an hour. On 
the way he passed along in a con- 
tinuous roar of applause and when 
he and Mrs. Wilson entered the au- 
ditorium the crowd stood up and 
shouted itself hoarse. When the 
cheering had been in progress for 
more than 13 minutes, “The Star 
Spangled Banner” was played on a 
pipe organ, but it failed to quiet 
the crowd. 

Mayor Rolph at last introduced 
Chester Powell, editor of the Fresno 
Republican and republican national 
committeeman in 1916, who present~ 
ed the president in a single sen-« 
tence while the crowd kept up ite 
shouting. 

Yelis From Gallery. 

When Mr. Wilson took the plat- 
form and held up his hand for si- 
lence, yells continued for more than 
five minutes in the gallery, while 
some in the audience shouted “Put 
them out,” and others hissed. There 
was stil much noise when he began 
speaking and it continued while the 
address proceeded. 

It was one of the largest halls 
in which the president has spoken, 
seating 12,000. It was packed, many 
standing. 

Declaring the league opponents 
had offered no substitute, Mr. Wil- 
son discussed at length the objec- 
tions made, repeating many of his 


previous arguments against changes.

JAPAN WILL KEEP 
SHANTUNG PLEDGE, 


+ DECLARES WILSON 


' San Francisco, September 17.— 


Discussing at length the Shantung 


' provision of the peace treaty, Pres- 
’ Ident Wilson said in an address here 


today that he had been assured by 
the great powers that under the 
league of nations there would be 
@ new international policy for the 
protection of Chinese integrity. 

, These powers, said Mr. Wilson, 
had Japan’s promise to return Shan- 
tung to China and intended to see 
under’ the 


colleagues at Versailles specifically 
whether they meant under the 
league to inaugurate a new policy 
toward China and they told him 
they did. 

Far from being detrimental to 
China’s interests, declared Mr. Wil- 
gon, the treaty really was the first 
in the world’s history to do some- 
thing for China’s benefit. In al) 
previous instances of acquisition of 
Chinese territory, he said, the 
United States had not even pro- 
tested. 

The president’s declarations were 
received with applause and cheers 
by the 1,600 women present at the 
Wwoman’s luncheon, at which he 
aepoke.. There were cries of “no, 
no,” when he asked whether it 
would be wise to go tv. war over 
@Shantung. There is no other way, 
he said, to secure the immediate 
return of the province to China. 

Monroe Doctri. e and Article X. 

Mr. ‘Vilson also discussed the 
Monroe doctrine, article ten, anda 
the right of ‘withdrawal from the 
league, repeating previous argu- 
ments against reservations on those 
points and declaring some of the 


|}echanges proposed involved merely 
a question of literary style. 

Turning to the objection that 
“Great Britain has six votes in the 
league assembly,”Mr. Wilson said it 
so happened that “our one vote is 
just as powerful as their’ six.” 
There is no case in which the as- 
sembly could vote on any important 
subject except admission of new 
members without a decision first 
having been made by the council in 
which there was an equality of 
votes. 

Denouncing “hyphenated” Ameri- 
cans, the president repeated his 
charge that a pro-German propa- 
ganda again was spreading in the 
United States. He said opponents 
of the treaty were desiring the same 
ends Germany was desiring, but as- 
serted in confidence that the treaty 
would be accepted. 

Two addresses were on the presi- 
dent’s program for the first day of 
his stay in San Francisco. He spoke 
first at the woman’s luncheon given 
by various women’s organizations 
of California and was applauded 
again and again when he declared 
it was in the interest of the wom- 
en of the country that the treaty 
be accepted. 

The president was introduced by 
Mrs. E. J. Mott, president of the 
Collegiate Alumnae, and the sixteen 
hundred women in tne room. stood 
up and cheered for two minutes. A 
few hours earlier he had been wel- 
comed to the city by crowds which 
kept up a wave of cheering as he 
passed through the downtown 
streets. 

Cannot Desert Humanity. 

The president told the luncheon 
guests that there were no words 
strong enough to picture properly 
the extent to which the world was 
trusting to the leadership of 
America. 

“We cannot desert humanity,” he 
said. ‘“‘We are the trustees of hu- 
manity. I cannot conceive a motive 
adequate to hold men off from this 
great enterprise.” 

Mr. Wilson said he 
isfied with the Shantung settle- 
ment, but said that it was “irra- 
tional” to propose to make the sit- 


uation better by the treaty’s amend- 
ment.

of Japanese power in Shantung, de- 


claring the original grant of the 
Shantung rights to Germany was 
the result of a hypocritical demand 
by the German foreign office. 

Yet, at the time of that demand, 
continued Mr. Wilson, President Mc- 
Kinley made no protest on the part 
of the American government. Nei- 
ther were protests made, he assert- 
ed, when other nations took parts 
of Chinese territory. 

“Which of the gentlemen that are 
now protesting,” he asked, “were 
prominent in protesting against the 
original grant to Germany? It 
makes my heart burn when some 
men are so late in doing justice.” 

It is not from China, but from 
Germany, the president said, that 
Shantung is taken by the treaty. 
There was applause when he added 
that on the other hand China’s in- 
terests were protected by the league 
of nations, 


of the world,” he asserted, “that 
anything has been done for China.” 

The Text of Wilson’s Address. 

President Wilson's address at the 
| Associated Women’s club luncheon, 
in part, follows: 

“Quite apart from the merits of 
any particular situation which may 
arise about the treaty itself I think 


we are under certain moral compul- 
sion to accept this treaty. 

“In the first place, it was laid 
down according to American speci- 
f:cations. The initial suggestions 
upon which this treaty is based em- 
anated from America. I would not 
have you understand me as mean- 
ing that they were ideas confined to 
America, because the promptness 
with which they were accepted, the 
joy with which they were acclaimed 
in some parts of the world, the 
readiness of the leaders of nations 
that were supposed to be seeking 
chiefly their own interests in adopt- 
ing these priniciples as the princi- 
ples of the treaty. show they were 
listening to the counsels of their 
own people, they were listening to 
them and knew the critical char- 
acter of the new age and the neces- 
sity we were under to take any 
measures for the peace of the world. 

“Because the thing that had hap- 
pened was intolerable, the thing 
that Germany attempted, if it had 
succeeded, would have set the civi- 
lization of the world back 100 years, 
we have prevented it. But preven- 
tion is not enough. Again and again 
as I have crossed the continent gen- 
erouSs women—women I did not 
know—have shaken my hand and 
said ‘God bless you, Mr. President.’ 


Some of them, like many of you, had 
lost sons and husbands and broth-

ers in the war. Why should tney. 


bless me? 

‘IT advised congress to declare 
war. I advised congress to send 
their sons to death. As commander- 
in-chief of the army I sent them 
over the seas and they were killed. 
Why should they bless me? _ Be- 
cause in the generosity of their 
hearts they want the sons of other 
women saved henceforth. They be- 
lieve that the methods proposed at 
any rate merit a hopeful expecta- 
tion that similar wars will be pre- 
vented and that other armies will 
not have to go from the United 
States to die upon distant fields of 
battle. 


Strong Moral Compulsion. 


“And so the moral compulsion 
among us who, at the critical stage 
of the war, saved the world—the 
moral compulsion upon us to stand 
by and see it through is overwhelm- 
ing. We cannot now turn back. We 
made the ehoice in April, 1917.* 

“And not only is there the com- 
pulsion of honor, but there is the 
compulsion of interest. I never like 
to speak of that, because, notwith- 
standing the reputation that we had 
throughout the world before we 
made the great sacrifice of this 
war, this nation does love its honor 
better than it loves its interest. 

“But if you want, as some of our 
fellow countrymen insist, to dwell 
upon the material side of it and our 
inteerst in the matter, our commoer- 
cial interest, draw the picture” for 
yourselves. The other great nations 
of the wordl are drawing together. 
We, who suggested that they should 
draw together in this new partner- 
ship, stand aside. We at once draw 
their intense hostility upon us. We 
at once renew the thing that had be- 
gun to be done before we went into 
the war. There was a conference in 
Paris not many months before we 
went into the war in which the na- 
tions than engaged against Germa- 
ny attempted to draw together in 
an exclusive economic combination, 
where they should serve one an- 
other’s interest and exclude those 
who had not participated in the war 
from sharing in that interest. And 
just so certainly as we stay out, 
every market that can possibly be 
closed against us will be closed. 


The Compulsion of Humanity. 


“So that if you merely look at 
it from the material point of view, 
of the material prosperity of the 
United States, we are under compul- 
sion to stay in the partnership. 

“And then there is a deeper com- 
pulsion even than that, the compul- 
sion of humanity. If there ig one 
thing that America ought to have 
learned more promptly than any 
other country, it is that being made 
up out of all the ranks of humanity, 
in serving itself it must serve the 
whole human race. I suppose I 
could not command words’ which 
would exaggerate the present expec- 
tations of the world with regard 


to the United States. 
“We cannot desert humanity; We

we must see that we redeem the 
pledges, which are always implicit 
in 80 great a trusteeship. 

“I cannot conceive a motive ade- 
quate to hold men off from this 
thing. 

“Let me take the point in which 
my initial sympathy is most with 
them, the matter of the cession tv 
Japan of the interests of Germany 
in Shantung in China. I said to my 
Japanese colleagues on the other 
Side of the sea that I am not sat- 
isfied' with this settlement. I think 
it ought to be different. But when 
gentlemen propose to cure it by 
striking that clause out of the 
treaty, or by ourselves withholding 
our adherence to the treaty, they 
propose an irrational thing. 

When Germany Coerced China. 

“It was in 1898 that China ceded 
these rights and concessions to Ger- 
many. The pretext was that some 
German missionaries had been kill- 
ed. My heart aches, I must Say, 
when I think how we have made 


‘an excuse of religion sometimes to 


work adeep wrong. The central gov- | 


ernment of China had done all it 
could to protect those German mis- 
sionaries. Their death was due to 
local disturbances, to local passions, 
to local antipathy against the for- 
eigner. There was nothing that 
the Chinese government as a whole 
could justly be held responsible for 
But suppose there had been. Two 
Christian missionaries are killed, 
and therefore, one great nation robs 
another natiom and does a thing 
which is fundamentally un-Chris- 
tian and heathen. 

“For there was no adequate ex- 
cuse for what Germany exacted of 
China. 

“I read again only the other day 
the phrases in which poor China 
was made to make the concession. 
She was made to make that in words 
dictated by Germany—in view of 
her gratitude to Germany for cer- 
tain services rendered; the deepest 
hyprocrisy conceivable. She was 
obliged to do so by force. 

“Then Russia came in and obliged 
China to cede to her Port Arthur 
and Ta-Lien Wan, not for quite so 
long a period, but upon substantial- 
ly the same terms. Then England 
must needs have Wel Hei Wei as an 
equivalent concession to that which 
had been made to Germany. And 
presently certain ports and terri- 
tory back to them were ceded upon 
Similar principles to France. Every- 
body got in except the United States 
and said ‘If Germany is going to 
get something we will get some- 
thing. Why? No one of them was 
entitled to it: no one of them had 
any business in there on such terms. 
And then, when the Japanese-Rus- 
sian war came, Japan did what she 
has done in ths war—she attacked 


Port Arthur and captured Port Ar- | 
thur and Port Arthur was ceded to | 


her as a consequence of the wA&Ar. 
No Protest Was Made. 

“No protest was made by the gov- 
ernment of the United States against 
the original concession of this Shan- 
tung territory to Germany. One of 
the highest-minded men of our his- 
tory was president at that time—I 
mean Mr. McKinley. One of the 
ablest men we have ever had _ as 
secretary of state, Mr. John Hay, 
occupied that great office. And in 
the message of Mr. McKinley about 
this translation he says that inas 
much as the powers that had takeu 
these territories had agreed to keep 
the doors open for our commerce. 
there was no reason why we should 
object. Just so we could trade with 
these stolen territories, we were 
Willing to let them be stolen.

What “Closed Shop” Means. 
“The ‘closed shop’ means that no | 
man can obtain employment in that 
shop except through and upon the! 
terms and conditions imposed by th» 
labor unions. He is compelled to 
join the union and to submit to the 
dictation of its leader before he 
can enter the place of business. If 
he joins the union he is then re- 
stricted by its leader as to place 
of work, hours of work (and there- 
fore amount of compensation) and 
advancement in position, regardless 
of merit; and sometimes, by the 
dictum of the union leader, called 
out and prevented from work for 
days or weeks, although he has no 
real grievance, and he and his fam.- 
ily are suffering for want of the 
necessities of life. In short, he is

“Coupled with this arrangement is 
the league of nations, under which 
Japan solemnly undertakes with the | 
rest of us, to respect and protect the 
territorial integrity of China. And! 
back of her promise is likewise the | 
similar promise of every other na- | 
tion, that nowhere will there come | 
a disregard for territorial integrity 
or the political independence of that | 
great, helpless, people. 

‘Tt is the first time in the history 
of the world that anything has been 
done for China. And, sitting around | 
our council board: in Paris, I put 
this question: May I expect that | 
this will be the beginning of th: 
retrocession to China of the excep- 
tional rights which other govern- 
ments have enjoyed there? And the | 
responsible representatives of the. 
other great governments said: ‘Yes, 
you may expect it.’ | 

“Your attention is constantly | 
drawn to Article Ten and that is the 
article, the heart of the covenant, 
which guarantees the political in- 
tegrity, not only of China, but of 
other countries more helpless, even, 
than China. But besides Article Ten 
there is Article Eleven which makes 
it the right of every member of the 
league to draw attention to anything 
anywhere that is likely to disturh 
the peace of the world or the good 
understanding between nations upon 
which the peace of the world de- 
pends. Whenever formerly anything 
was done in detriment of the inter- | 
ests of China, we had to approach | 
the government that did it with 
apologies. 

“Now, when you have the treat, 
and the league of nations, the rep. 
resentative of the United States ha: 
the right to stand up and say: ‘Thi 
is against the covenant of peace 
It can’t be done.’ And, if occasion | 
arises, we can add, ‘It shall not b: 
done.’ 

“The weak and oppressed and 
wronged peoples of the world have 
never before had a forum made 
for them to which they could sum- 
mon their enemies in the presence of 
the judgment of mankind.”

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TABOR UPHOLDS 
STRIKE OF POLICE 


Secretary of Gompers’ 
Blames Boston Authori- 
ties—Recites Grievances 
of Police and Says They 

‘Are Called Deserters for 
Showing Manhood. 


Boston, Mass., September 17.— 
Before leaving for Washington 
early tonight, Guy Oyster, secretary 
to President Gompers, of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, issued a 
statement in which he condemned 
the authorities for working condi- 
tions in the police department and 
declared that the striking patrol- 
men were not to blame for the dis- 
order in the first days of the strike. 
He said that the men were being 
called “deserters” because “they had 
the manhood and the courage to 
strike, after a two weeks’ notice, 
for their human rights and consti- 
tutional guaranteés.” 

He asserted that the policemen 
were “assured by statements of the 
police commissioner that any situa- 
tion caused by the form of protest 
they adopted would be taken care 
of,” and that “not one of the men 
had the faintest idea that the re- 
grettable conditions caused by the 
commissioner’s negligence could oc- 
cur. 

“The policemen,” he said, “were 
forced to organize in affiliation with 
the American Federation of Labor 
to be heard, and they were forced 
to strike to defend the life of their 
organization.” 

What Statement Says, 

The statement said in part: 

“Whatever else has resulted from 
this unfortunate situation in Boston, 
a condition with reference to the 
treatment of the Boston police force 
has been disclosed of which few 
citizens were aware and of which 
the officials in charge might well 
be ashamed. The promptness with 
which the governor has undertaken 
to see that at least some of these 
conditions be corrected is a confes- 
sion that a state of things existed 
before the police took action that 
justified the policemen in their ef- 
forts to improve them.” 

“Their grievances were many and 
almost intolerable—long hours 10% 
to 17 hours per day), wages insuffi- 
cient to ma.ntain a decent standard 
of life, insanitary station houses, 
unsatisfactory working conditions 
and the denial of rights enjoyed by 
practically every other police force 
in the country. These facts are 
acknowledged by all, even the po-

New York, September 17.—Th» 
Turks have resumed their attacks 
upon the Armenians and the very 
existence of the nation is in danger, 
according to a cable message re- 
ceived by the American committee 
for the independence of Armenia, 
and made public here today. The 
message was sent by the Paris rep- 
resentative of the Armenia republic, 
transmitting information received 
from his government. 

Forees of Turks, Tartars and 
Kurds are surrounding Armenia, 
the message says, and the Armenian 
soldiers have been forced to sur- 
render one province after a hard 
struggle, overwhelmed by numbers 
and short of munitions. An urgent 
appeal is made for 10,000 American 
soldiers and the necessary equip- 
ment for 30,000 Armenian volun- 
teers. 

Mustapha Kemal, who was arrest- 
ed last January and charged with 
being responsible for massacres of 
Greeks in Asia Minor, is at the head 
of the Turkish forces. Today’s mes- 
sage said:

patriotic stydy and appreciation of that 
great instrument by all the people, and a 
reconsecration of themselves to the safe 
and sane principles embodied in it and 
forming the solid foundations of all the 
mighty achievements of our great republic.

Perfection of Equipment. 

The mechanical perfection of 
equipment, the motorized artillery, 
ammunition and supply trains, the 
chugging rows of ambulances driven 
by men who had carried succor to 
the thousands of stricken comrades 
on the battlefields of France, all 
brought round after round of cheers. 
But it was to the solid blocks of 
the infantry, trudging’ sturdily 
ahead that the heart of the crowd 
went out. They represented sheer 
man power, the youth end strength 
of the nation, tried and proved in 
battle. Terse placards told where 
each unit had fought and the names 
of the French villages sent a thrill 
through every spectator. 


and not yet able to march, special 
tribute was given as they rode by 
in motor cars. 
in invalid cha‘rs under the trees of 
a park just beyond the reviewing 
stand, or lying full length in their 
Stretchers along the curb’ with 
nurses hovering about them, there 
flowed a strong current of sympa- 
thy and pride from the thousands 
grouped about. They were sight- 
seers from hte military hospital, 
men whose wounds will keep them 
long from civil life. The flags of 
the marching regiments were dipped 
to them in passing. 


Many French “75's.” 


Upon the row on row of French 
“75's,” with which two of the ar- 
tillery regiments were armed, the 
crowds gazed with almost the same 
affection France feels for these 
weapons that haveb been her sa- 
viours. Ahead of the Sixth artil- 
lery, still in its battie front camou- 
flage and stained with the mud of 
France, the long slim gun that sent 
the first shot of America singing 
into the enemy lines, rode ina place 
of honar. It was mounted ina spe- 
cial trailer towed by a motor truck 
and a continuous cheer greeted 
passage along the victory way. To 
the rolling kitchens also special trl- 
bute was given as they 
by after massed columns with sup- 
per steaming in the kettles. 

In winding up the ceremonies of 
reception to General Pershing to- 
morrow, congress will meet in joint 
sessions, the members of the senate 
marching in a body to the house 
chamber for the purpose. Senator 
Cummins, president pro tem. of the 
senate, and Speaker Gillett will de- 
liver the addresses of welcome, 
while former Speaker Champ Clark 
will extend the formal thanks of 
congress to General Pershing and 
his men as expressed in the joint 
resolution already adopted. With his 
own reply, Ggneral Pershing will 
close the ceremony and all of the 
formal functions connected with his 
return from France.

LEAGUE OF NATIONS 
ANDIRIOHQUESTION 


Wilson Sets Forth His 
Views in Answer to 
Questions by San Fran- 
cisco Labor Council. 
League to Consider Self- 
Determination. 


On Board President Wilson’s Spe- 
cial Train, September 17.—Setting 
forth publicly for the first time his 
interpretation of the league of na- 
tions covenant as it affects Ireland, 
President Wilson said in a state- 
ment today that the league would 
constitute a forum’ before which 


‘could be brought all the claims for 


self-determination which are like. 


“The covenant would not bind 
the United States to assist in put- 
ting down rebellion in any foreign 
country,” he asserted, “nor would it 
limit the power of this country to 
recognize the independence of any 
people who seek to secure freedom.” 
He said Ireland’s case was not heard 
at Versailles, because it did not 
come within the jurisdiction of the 
peace conference. 

The president’s statement was in 
reply to a series of questions sent 
to him by the San Francisco labor 
council. It is understood that with- 
in a few days’ he will reply to 
questions similarly put by othe. 
bodies regarding Shantung and 
the representation of the British 
dominions in the league assembly. 

Wilson and IrelInnd. 

Replying directly to a  questic 
as to his attitude toward $ self-de- 
termination by Ireland, Mr. Wilso.. 


article 11 of the covenant, under 
which it is declared that any mem- 
ber nation can call the attention of 
the league to any circumstan-: 
whatever affecting international] 
relations which threatens to dis- 
turb international peace or the good 
understanding “between nations 
upon which peace depends.” 

The president’s statement detail- 
ing the labor council’s questions 
and his answers follow: 

1. Under the covenant 
nation obligate itself to assist any 
member of the league in pttting 
down a rebellion of its subjects or 
“-»“auered peoples? 

Answer. It does not. 

2. Under the covenant can this na 
tion independently recognize a gov- 
errment whose people seek io 
achieve, or have achieved, their in- 
dependence from a member of th: 
league? 

Answer—The independent action 

the government of the Unfted 
States in a matter of this kind is in 
no way limited or affected by the 
covenant of the league of nations. 

3. Under the covenant are these 

“Jeet nations or peoples that are 
mentioned in the peace treaty en 
titled to the right of self-determi- 
nation, or does the league pos.. 
the right to accord a similar privi- 
lege to other subject nations or 
peoples? 

Self-DeterMination Claims. 

Ar3swer—It was not possible for 
the peace conference to act with 
regard to the self-determination of 
any territories except those which 
had belonged to the defeated em- 
pires, but in the covenant of the 
league of nations it has set up for 
the first time in article 11 a forum 
to whieh all claims of self-determi- 
nation which are likely to disturb 
the peace of the world or the good 
understanding between nations 
upon which the peace of the world 
depends can be brought. 

4. Why was the case of Ireland 
not heard at the peace conference? 
And what is your position on the 
subject of self-determination for 
Ireland? 

Answer—The case of Ireland was 
not heard at the peace conference 
because the peace conference had 
no jurisdiction over any question of 
that sort, which did not affect ter- 
ritories which belonged to the de- 
feated emnires. My position on the 
subject of self-determination for 
Ireland is expressed in article 11 
of the covenant, in which I may say 
I was particularly interested, be- 
cause it seemed to me necessary 
for the peace and freedom of the 
world that a forum should be cre- 
ated to which peoples could bring 
any matter’ which was likely to 


affect the peace and freedom of the 
world. 

DE VALERA COMMENTS 

ON WILSON’S ANSWERS. 

New York, September 7.—FEa- 
monn DeValera, “president of the 
Irish republic,” said tonight that the 
objections of the Irish people to 
the proposed league of nations 
covenant are not at all those sug- 
gested by the questions put today 
to President Wilson by the San 
Francisco labor council. The second 
question, Mr. DeValera added. was 
framed too indefinitely “to make the 
reply of any value.” 

“Nobody has held 
said Mr. DeValera, “that under the 
covenant the United States would 
be obliged to put down a rebellion 
of the subjects of any member of 
the league. What has been held 
is that under the covenant the 
United States would be obliged to 
co-operate with other members of 
the league in preventing any nation 
that might he sv mpathetic with the 
‘rebels’ from giving them _§assis- 
tance. 

“The framing of the second ques- 
tion is altogether too indefinite to 

make the reply of value. The point 
in could the United States recognize 
the government sct up by the peo- 
ple of Ireland without violating the 
terms of the covenant, if. as is cer- 
tain, the British government pro- 
tested? 

“As regards question three the 
point is that the right of national 
self-determination is in no way rec- 
ognized in the proposed foundation 
for the league, and there is no guar- 
antee that it will be recognized 
when the league is established. 

“With respect to question four 
and the president’s answer, I need 
only say that the narrowing down 
and limitation of the peace confer- 
ence to only such matters as affect- 
ed territories belonging to the de- 
feated empirés was altogether out of 
accord with the war aims of Ameri- 
ca as enunciated by the president 
and the professions of the entente 
statesmen during the war. The best 
commentary on all this is the cabled 
statement of Ian MacPherson, the 
British chief secretary for Ireland. 
appearing in today’s papers. 

“*"When Great Britain signed the 
armistice terms she agreed to Presi- 
dent Wilson’s principles, including 
right of self-determination for small 
nations, but she did not agree to 
the application of that principle 
within the British Empire.’”

sissippi river, in all of the big in- 
dustrial centers, including Chicago, 
Detroit, Pittsburg, Indianapolis, 
there is widespread labor unrest. 
There is a great deal of revolution- 
ary agitation in Chicago and De- 
troit particularly. 

“In Chicago, where I was one 
month ago, more than 200,000 men 
are now out on strike. In Detroit 
thousands are idle, due mainly to 
the efforts of the I. W. W., which, 
I was informed by the chief of po- 
lice, is due to the efforts of three 
rich women who are recklessly 
throwing their money into the 
treasury of the organization. 

“In the west—in Missouri, Kansas, 
Iowa and Nebraska, conditions are 
fing. There is no discontent, no 
dissatisfaction. Everybody is work- 
ing and are saving money and hav- 
ing a good time. I1 do not believe 
that there will ever be a revolu- 
tion in this section of the country. 

Socialists Strong. 

“In Minnesota, North and South 
Dakota, Montana, socialists agita- 
tion, as represented by the Non- 
Partisan league, is very strong, and 
I look for an abnormally large so- 
cialist vote at the next election. 
In the state of Washington condi- 
tions are extremely bad, as evi- 
denced by the strike of last Feb- 
ruary, but during the past two or 
three months the manufacturers, 
business men and shippers are unit- 
ing with the State Federation of 
Labor in a decisive war on the L 
W. W., bolsheviki and all other agi- 
tators, with great success, 

“In California I found two ex- 
tremes. In Los Angeles. the busli- 
ness men are _ fighting the labor 
unions in an effort to keep Los An- 
geles an open-shop town, and as a 
result there is constant strife ana 
a great deal of revolutionary talk. 


The chief of police has the names 
of 1,800 agitators indexed who are 
expected to lead WN a revolution 
Should gain headway. 

“In San Francisco the situation 
‘s different. The business men and 
manufacturers there are the best 
friends of the labor unlons, and 
business men generally contend that 
the best policy for business to adopt 
is to support the conservative rep- 
resentatives of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor so that some or- 
ganization can keep labor lined up 
dur:ng the period of reconstruction. 

Unrest in Birmingham, 

“Birmingham is the only south- 
ern city l have visited. 1 find the 
Situation there somewhat sim.lar 
to Ohio, Illinois and Indiana. There 
is a deep spirit of unrest whicn 
may culminate in tragedy if the 
Steel strike should become a real- 
ity. 

“Generally, there is no danger 
as far as the whole country is con- 
cerned if we can avoid a strike 
Wkich will tie up any large num- 
ber of industries or the railroads. 
If the steel strike becomes a real- 
ity, and it spreads to other indus- 
tries and railroads, it 
close to’a revolution in this country. 
Th:s will be due, largely, I think, to 
the concentration of the agitators, 
most of whom are foreigners, in our 
large cities. 

“Sane Americans, when hungry, as 
will naturally,result, will be liable 
to become dangerous revolutionists. 

“The unrest, which is so extensive, 
in the United States is caused by 
three potent factors. First, the 
very extensive ag:tation in this 
country for the Russian soviet sys- 
)tem of government for which cause 
thousand dollars are spent each 
week in our large cities among for- 
eigners. Another reason is the very 
general and sincere belief among the 
majority of the workingmen that 
they should have a larger share in 
the products of industry. 


H. C. of L. Is Factor. 


“The third is the high cost of liv- 
ing, but that is not as important as 
the other two, and really only in- 
creases opposition to the present 
system of government. While J] 
don’t think the -large majority of 
Americans want revolution, things 
could be brought about in such a 
way that it would be almost inevit- 
able. 

“There is no chance as long as the 
great mass of people in this coun- 
try are against such a thing, and 
today I think a large majority are 
against any kind of a general strike.

“There are two reasons why the 
situation is hopeful. The business 
men, manufacturers and labor lead- 
ers are supporting President Wil- 
son in his program for a confer- 
ence in October for a discussion of 
the problems of capital and labor. 
if he succeeds in attaining his ob- 
ject of having leaders of both sides 
sit down and exchange ideas, I don't 
think there is and doubt but hat 
they can get together. If they co- 
operate after the conference the 
United States can leadthe w orld 
in business and industry for the 
next decade. 


Co-operation Urged. 


“Another hopeful sign is the fact 
that in a large number of industries 
ind:vidual employers have already 
worked out a successful method or 
co-operation with the employees. If 
this can be adopted generally in the 
United States it will do away with 
9U per.cent of the unrest and elim- 
inate this amount of ad sagreemnt 
which seperates capital and labor.” 

Mr. Ackerman, after an all-night 
ride from Birmingham and a busy 
day, had retired when requested for 
an interview. In his room at tl: 
Winecoff, with his typewriter still 
uncovered after he had written a 
story, he reviewed his journey over 
the greater part of the country in 
a highly interesting manner. 

His information in the various 
cities Which he has visited has been 
gained by interviews with police 
and secret service men, bankers, 
manufacturers and business men 
generally. He has attempted to ob- 
tain the ideas from all angles pos- 
sible, and has drawn his deductions 
after a careful study of the con- 
glomerate mass of information 
which has come to him. 

Would Step Immigration. 

Mr. Ackerman expressed the be- 
lief that if immigration to the:

Century Mark Passed. 


The days of 100 temperature pass- 
ed peacefully away last Monday 
when felt hats were usherea in, and 
for more than half a week the mer- 
cury has never bee nable to boost 
its average to the’century mark in 
a single city in the United States.

Organized Police and Fire- 
men Meanwhile Con- 
tinue at Work — Labor 
Question Now Issue in 


Mayoralty Campaign. 
Thompson Now Chief. 


Macon, Ga., September 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Following the refusal of 
Mayor and council last night to 
Sive their indorsement to the action 
of the civil service commission in 
ordering the unions of firemen and 
policemen dissolved, members of the 
civil commission today recalled the 
dissolution order and adopted a new 
policy, under which they say they 
will handle the matter of the un- 
tons at a later date and will make 
an arrangement with the police ani 
firemen which will put them on a 
basis satisfactory to all the citizens 
of Macon. 

The commission members also 
Passed a resolution in which they 
Say that, in view of the attitude 
of the mayor and council in claim- 
ing that the civil service commis- 
sion has full authority in the con- 
trol of the police and fire depart- 
ment, they agree to assume full au- 
thority hereafter. The following 
statement was issued this afternoon 
by the civil service commission: 

“The civil service commission of Macon 
on Monday passed a resolution that no per- 
son who is a member of any union which 
is affiliated with any city, state or national 
organization, shall be eligible to become or 
Temain an officer of either police or fire 
‘departments of the city of Macon. 

‘It was the intention of the civil serv- 
ice commission te declare itself against a 

licemen’s or firémen’s union, which might 

affiliated with any city, state or national 
organization. 

“The civil service commission, having 
passed that resolution on Monday and having 
rescinded it on Wednesday, this revocation 
being due to the misconstruction that was 
placed on the resolution and due also to the 
fact that when the civil service commis- 
sion passed the above resolution it was done 
with intention of having it indorsed by the 
mayor and council. 

“The civil service commission hereby an- 
. hounces the policy and intent to handle the 
subject at a later date, and make arrange- 
ments with the police. and firemen which 
will put them on a basis satisfattory to 
all the people of Macon. That we pledge 
ourselves to do.’’ 

Moore Against Unions. 

John T. Moore, who ts opposing 
Mayor Glen Toole for re-election, 
puts himself flatfootedly against 
any branch of the city government 
being unionized, but also declares 
he favors the abolishment of the 
civil service commission. Mr. Moore’s 
plan is to put the police and fire 
department back under direct con- 
trol of the mayor and council, pro- 
tected by the strictest rules any- 
where in existence. 

When he learned that his oppo- 
nent had come out in a declaration 
against the police and “fire depart- 
ment unions, Mayor Toole stated he 
and his administration had gone on 
record as favoring the abolishment 
of the civil service commission. The 
mayor, however, ald not have any- 
thing to say as to his position on 
the question of the city departmen 
being unionized. ' 

“Ever since I have been in office 
I have believed that the police and 
firemen should be under the con- 
trol of the mayor and council,” said 
“Mayor Toole. “I made several trips 
to Atlanta during the session of the 
legislature to ask our senators and 
‘representatives to pass a bill abol- 
ishing the civil service commission. 
Had this been done we wold have 


had no trouble whatsoevcr in Ma- 
con.” 


Campaign Issues Drawn. 


As a result of the declaration of 
Mr. Moore the issue in the coming 
election has now been closely drawn. 
The radical element of union labor 
is outspoken in favor of the elec- 
tion of Hayor Toole and it is con- 
ceded he will poll a large majority 
.f the votes of all of the organ- 
ized workers of the city. Whether 
that wili be suffiicent to put him, 
back in office remains to be seen. 
The people of Macon who do not 
belong to unions and who do nt be- 
lieve in control by one class or fac- 
tion have become thoroughly 
aroused over the issue of the union- 
izing of the firemen and the police- 
men, as shown by the determined 
demand made on the civil service 
commission that the unions be or- 
dered disbanded and the members 
of the two departments be forced 
to either give up their union cards 
or their badges. 

While announcing his opposition 
to organized police and fire de- 
partments affiliated with local, state 
aL” tional bodies, Mr. Moore at 


~ the same time puts himself on rec- 


ord as a believer in the principle of 
union labor, especially those crafts- 
men and artisans who have learned 
a special and distinctive trade. 


Labor Men Roasted. 


The most amusing development of 
last night’s meeting, if one can 
have a sense of humor in trying 
times like these, was the manner 
in which the union labor men turn- 
ed against two of their own repre- 
sentatives on the civil service com- 
mission.

The denunciation of Commission- 
-er Urquhart by the state federation 
secretary brought to light for the 
first time that Mr. Urqunart has 
been deposed as counsel for the Ma- 
can federated trades. It has been 
known for the past two weeks he 
had not been called to advise with 
the labor organization, Attorney 
Walter Defore having acted during 
that time as legal adviser to the 
federation. 


Union Men Firm. 


Union policemen and firemen stil) 
stood adamant today on their re- 
fusal to obey the order of the civil 
service commission of this city that 
they dissolve their unions or resign 
and events of the last 24 hours had 
served only to complicate the situa- 
tion. The police -ppear to have 
scored a success on the promotion 
of their former senior lieutenant, 
Martin Thompson, who holds a 
union card, to chief of police, fol- 
lowing the resignation of Warren 
McWilliams, the rangy Texan and 
War veteran, whose appointment 
Saturday was hailed with delight 
by Macon citizens. McWilliams, 
who promised a speedy restoration 
of law and order when he was ap- 
pointed chief, admitted upon resigen- 
ing yesterday that the situation was 
more than he could cope with. 

Patrolm 1 walked their beats all 
day today, each union member” in 
full possession of his club, badge 
and union ecard, while the firemen 
stuck to their posts and responded 
to alarms in the usual manner.

ay. 

All textile mills here will re-open 
tomorrow, the * 000 striking work- 
Sob having agreed to return to their 
ods. 

Beating it while the beating is 
good seems to be a popular way of 
doing it during these troublesome 
days in Macon. 

“Jack” Thomas, international or- 
ganizer for the textile union, who 
was jailed here a few days ago and 
kept in confinement until after the 
strike was called off, was given his 
freedom on promise that he wouid 
lose no time in shaking the dust 
of Macon from his feet and never 
enter the city again. Thomas 
caught the first train out of Macon 
after he left the county jail and he 
appeared glad of the chance to get 
away. 

Ex-Chief Warren McWilliams, the 
Texas cowboy, who served as chirf 
of police for barely two days after 

harles Bowden resigned, left the 
city thirty minutes after he had re- 
signed. He didn’t wait for a choice 
of trains, but caught the first one 
he could get, and the last seen of 
him he was headed for Dublin, burt 
it is understood it was not his in- 
tention to tarry there long. 

The rise and fall of McWilliams 
was the most spectacular Macon has 
witnessed in some time. He cam2 
here a few montha ago as an elec- 
trical worker and secured a job with 
the Macon Railway and Light com- 
pany. He was elected president of 
the union of ejectricians, Later he 
quit the employ of the light com- 
pany and secured a job on the po- 
lice force. His giantlike build made 
him a formidable looking individual, 
and when Chief Bowden resigned 
the civil service commission picked 
McWilliams as the man to take up 
the burden. He certainly was large 
enough physically for the job. 

Denounced by Patrolman, 

McWilliams took office with tha 
declaration that he was going to 
enforce the law to the letter, but 
he apparently soon found out that 
was easier to say than do, espe- 
cially when he was only one among 
seventy-five. The climax came when 
Patrolman A. C. Byars denounced 
the new chief to his face, telling 
him he was “yellow.” McWilliams 
suspended Byars, but the patrolmano 
kept right on working and as soon 
as McWilliams quit the job the new 
acting chief, Martin Thompson, ree 
instated him. 

While McWilliams said he was 
quitting because there was so much 
discord in the department, it is ru- 
mored there was a more urgent rea- 
son. Th‘s report is borne out by- 
the fact that just thirty minutes be- 
fore he resigned McWilliams was 
making every preparation to contin- 
ue his work. The police are said to 
have resented the action of the civil 
service commission in taking &@ man 
who was practically a stranger and 
putting him over men who have giv- 
en the best part of their lives to 
the service of the city 
Teen there is Sullivan, who organ- 
ized the municipal grass cutters, the 
firemen and police, the textile work- 
ers’ union and one or two other la- 
bor organizations. Sullivan land- 
ed in jail as a result of the rioting 
of the textile workers and his bond 
was fixed so high there was no 
chance for him to make it and con- 
sequently he had to remain behind 
the bars. When the strike was de- 
clared off Sullivan’s bond was re- 
duced to a minimum, with the un- 
derstanding that he would quit his 
organizing activities. 

Sullivan Takes Rest. 


Sullivan, as he says, acting on the 
advice of his physician, will take a 
rest and let the workers solve their 
own problems. 
Sullivan’s case is really pathetic. 
He was formerly a captain in the 
fre department and it was there 
he began his career as an organ‘zer. 
After he had succeeded in organ- 
izing several unions, including the 
textile workers, he appeared to suf- 
fer a nervous breakdown. Then 
he was dismissed from the fire de- 
partment and a couple of days later 
was placed in Jail. 
He gained considerable sympathy 
when he sought to eall off the 
strike of the textile workers two 
weeks ago after seeing the cause 
was lost, but was overridden by 
other labor leaders. 

New Chief’s Statement. : 

Chief of Police Martin Thompson 
issued the following statement to- 
night: 

‘So much has been said and so much 
written of the police department and so 
much expected of the members of the force 
that might be bad, that I, as chief of po- 
lice, want to assure the citizens of Macon 
and the public generally, that they need 
not apprehend for one moment any trouble 
from the police department in the nature 
of a strike or walkout. 

‘‘] flatter myself that the police de- 
partment to a man has the greatest respect 
for and confidence in me, and there would 
be no trouble that I could not handle, 

‘“T have talked with the men of each re- 
lief separately and all the men have given 
me their word of honor as gentlemen and as 
officers that they will back me in support- 
ing ordinances of the city of Macon, up- 
holding the laws of the state of Georgia and 
the United States. I have confidence in 
them.’’ 


STORM DEATH LIST

Army Supplies Arrive. 

A trainload of army supplies ar- 
rived at Corpus Christi early today 
under command of Lieutenant Col- 
onel John A. Porter, quartermaster 
corps, who directed relief work in 
Galveston following the great 1900 
storm, and who recently returned 
from overseas, where he was in 
charge of Belgian relief work. Col- 
onel Porter immediately assumed 
charge of relief work in the Corpus 
Christi district. 

Major L. B. Chambers, army air 
service, provost marshal under the 
military rule in force here, today 
tightened military discipline and be- 
gan rounding up every available 
man to work in clearing the streets, 
searching for storm victims and ef- 
fecting sanitary measures. Colonel 
Porter has sent an officer to Rock- 
port and other towns in the Corpus 
Christi district to investigate con- 
ditions with a view to extending 
relief work to every needy section 
of the coast. 

Fate of Soldiers. 
Military officials were exerting 


every resource today to ascertain 


. 


the fate of twenty or more soldiers 
who were washed out into the bay 
while the storm was at its height 
and of whom there had been found 
no trace. The men, members of 
company I, Thirty-seventh infantry, 
and other regiments on border duty 
were at the government rest camp 
here for a week-end furloUgh when 
the camp was washed away. 

Captain B. M. Egeland, of Web- 
ster, S. D., camp commander, was 
drowned during the storm, and his 
wife also is believed to have lost 
her life. 

Attempts were being made today 
to rig out several sail Boats to cross 
Nueces bay to rescue twenty-five 
persons who are reported in desper- 
ate straits at White Point. 

A message from Judge P. A. Hunt, 
of Rocita, Texas, was brought into 
Corpus Christi saying there were 
twenty-five bodies recovered at 
White Point and twenty-five refu- 
gees there were starving. The 
twenty-five bodies recovered at 
White Point will be buried there 
by a military squad because of the 
lack of coffins here and because no 
boats are available with which to 
transport them seven miles across 
the bay. 

Reports from other smaller towns 
in the path of the storm stated that 


.the authorities were burying bodies, 


some unidentified, as rapidly as pos- 
sible for sanitary reasons. 
Editor’s Story of Storm. 

Colonel Ben G. Whitehead, editor 
of The McAllen Sun, was the last 
patient to leave the Spohn sanita- 
rium on North Beach, which was 
under several feet of water and 
badly damaged by the storm. Colo- 
nel Whitehead was one of the fifty- 
three persons in the _ institution, 
forty-eight of whom were saved. 
The other five, including a nurse, 
are missing, and are believed te be 
drowned. 


Describing his experiences during 
the storm, Colonel Whitehead said: 

“It was the most horrible night 
that can be imagined. Wing after 
wing of the building was swept 
away, but we kept clinging to the 
remaining parts of the structure. 
While I did everything to quell the 
rising hysteria among the patients 
and other inmates of the hospital, 
I continually felt that every minute 
would be our last, as we were cut 
off from land and the water was 
Steadily eating away our shelter. 
Once we were all huddled together 
in the rear portion of the old build- 
ing over the boiler room. The sis- 
ters were all saying their prayers 
in concert. I did not know how to 
say them their way, and I was sorry 
for it was time to pray. 

“At 3 o’clock the last patient was 
transferred from the new wing to 
the old portion of the building, 
when the vacated wing dropped into 
the sea, carrying the chapel with it. 
All of us, fifty-three in number, 
gathered in the old portion and 
waited for what was to come, and, 
wide-eyed, we saw the dawn come 
and with it a lull in the storm. 
With the sunlight came hope, and, 
instead of prayers for helpfulness, 
on every lip came prayers of thank- 
fulness. Finally a boy named Mc- 
Cuiston and another lad waded out 
to us, and in another hour a boat 
came. During the afternoon we 
were all taken off and brought to 
the courthouse.” 

Baby Adrift for Hours. 


After floating on the open bay 
more than two days, tied to a raft, 
a 10-months-old baby was hauled to 
shore about 6 o’clock this afternoon. 
The baby was alive and in fairly 
food condition. 

Another baby was found under an 
overturned basket in which he had 
been placed in the hopes he would 
float to safety. 

Eli Rollins, of this city, reported 
missing, was brought in on the 
relief train fram Robstown, having 
been picked up three miles from 
Odem, where he was carried by the 
tidal wave on wreckage. He was 
severely bruised about the face and 
body, and was suffering from ex- 
posure. 

On this train was Joseph Holden, 
of Odem, who came here in search 
of relatives thought to be dead, but 
found them among the refugees at 
the courthouse. 

Mr. Holden reported that four 
bodies, two of which were those of 
young girls, one negro girl eight 
years old, and one man, have been 
found on the coastal plains three 
miles from Odem. 

A fisherman of Rockport, named 
Higgins, was carried across Puerto 
bay and more than half way to Sin- 
ton over the plain, being rescued 
by parties from Sinton who have 
maintained a watch along. the 
storm-swept area. Higgins said he 
left Rockport in a skiff Sunday, but 
was soon adrift with nothing but 
a lifebelt, which carried him until 
he was enabled to climb up on a 
house top which came in his path. 
Escaping from the chilly waters 
was little relief, however, for shar- 
ing his raft were a number of large 
rattlesnakes. A tree top with sev- 
eral additional reptiles drifted 
against the housetop and Higgins 
fought for hours before he dislodged 
them all with a piece of timber. 
Drifting across Live Oak penin- 
sula, Puerta bay and a long strip 
of coastal plain, Higgins covered 
more than 20 miles before he was 
rescued. His journey is proof that 
the tidal wave went inland for at 
least eight miles over the low-lying 
plain. 

OUTSIDE HELP 

GREATLY NEEDED. 

Austin, Texas, September 17.— 
Rockport and Port Aransas suffered 
tremendous damage and need out- 
side assistance immediately, accord- 
ing to delayed appeals from those 
cities, 
W. P.- Hobby. Three lives were 
known to have been lost at Rock- 
port, one at Aransas Pass and four 
at Port Aransas. The governor an- 
nounced that.a relief train will be 
started from Austin within the next 
few hours. 

The appeals came to the governor 
in two telegrams, dated 8 p. m., 
September 16, and said 75 per cent 
of the dwellings at Rockport had 
been completely wrecked, Port 
Aransas practically destroyed, and 
Aransas Pass badly wrecked, with 
half the population homeless.

‘Calls for Relief 
Of CorpusChristi 
Issuedin Atlanta 


Governor Urges Georgia 
Cities to Act, While Al- 
bert Adams Issues Ap- 
peal to All Rotarians. 


Steps toward world-wide as well 
as state-wide relief for the suffer- 
ers of Corpus Christi were taken 
in Atlanta yesterday following the 
receipt of telegrams asking finan- 
cail aid for the Texas town over- 
whelmed by the recent gulf storm. 

Albert S. Adams, international 
president of the Rotary clubs, re- 
ceived an appeal from Robert Vin- 
son, president of the University of 
Texas and an international Rotary 
officer, in consequence of which the 
frmer has wired all the Rotary clubs 
in the United States, Canada, Cuba 
and Great Britain an appeal for 
aid. 

In response to an appeal from the 
mayor of Corpus Christi, Texas, for 
assistance in the disaster which has 
overwhelmed the city, Governor 
Dorsey on Wednesday communicated 
with the mayor of every town in 
the state, acquainting them with 
conditions, and asking that funds 
be raised for rendering aid to the 
unifortunate victims of the gulf 
storm. 

Mayor Key has caWed a special 
session of council to meet this aft- 
ernoon to appropriate money for re- 
lief of sufferers. 

He moved to call council together 
for this purpose in response to an 
urgent telegram for financial aid 
reaching his office fro mMayor Gor- 
don Boone, of the stricken city, and 
the chairman of the finance com- 
mittee. 

Rotarians Send Fund. 

A meeting of the Atlanta Rotary 
club has been called for luncheon 
Thursday at the Capital City club 
at 1 o'clock. It is the regular meet- 
ing of the club’s board of directors 
as well. The Atlanta Rotary club 
wired $100 last night as a club, and 
at this meeting will give individ- 
uals an opportunity to contribute,. 
and devise means for a genera] sub- 
scription, according to E. H. Cone, 
president of the lucal club. 

The telegram received Wednes- 
day by Mr. Adams was as follows: 

‘Corpus Christi, Texas, and vicin- 
ity have suffered overwhelming loss 
by hurricane and tidal wave with 
hundreds dead and thousands des- 
titute and property damage appall- 
ing. Financial assistance is imper- 
ative. Remittances may be sent 
to Mayor Gordon Boone, Corpus 
Christi, Texas.” 

To all the clubs under his juris- 
diction, President Adams wired the 
substance of the Vinson telegrams, 
and added, “Make subscriptions as 
Rotary clubs and open subscription 
lists to your newspapers.” 

Governor Dorsey Acts. 


Governor Dorsey's telegram was 
signed by Gordon Boone, mayor of 
Corpus Christi, and by Clarke Pease, 
chairman of the finance commit- 
tee. It was as follows: 

“Corpus Christi and vicinity have 

been overwhelmed by a disastrous 
hurricane, and tidal wave, and thou- 
sands have been destroyed. The 
loss of life is large, and the prop- 
erty loss exceeds $10.000,000. Finan- 
cial assistance is imperative.” 
The message sent by Governor 
Dorsey to the mayors of the state 
incorported this wire, to which was 
added the request: “Will you not 
present this matter at once to the 
people of your city, holding funds 
collected and wire me the total 
amount. On receipt of this infor- 
mation I will advise to whom the 
monev should be paid.” 

“I know President Vinson, of the 

University of Texas,” said Mr. 
Adams last night, “and know him 
to be @ man not gtven to exaggera- 
tion. The situation out there seems 
to be more serious than we people 
over here realize.”

on the Johnson amendment, to 
equalize the voting strength of the 
United States and the British em- 
pire to the league of nations.

President Wilson, who will be back 
in Washington before reservations 
are discussed for a vote on the sen- 
ate floor. Although he is being 
kept reasonably well informed while 
in the west, the detailed situation 
will be outlined to him by Senators 
Hitchcock and Swanson upon his re- 
turn. It is not believed that the 
president will initiate any compro- 
mise with the republican leaders, 
nor is it thought now he will agree 
to accept any program of reserva- 
tions, preferring to leave the repub- 
licans to assume full responsibility 
for such qualified ratification of the 
treaty.

CITY EMPLOYEES 
MORALLY BOUND 
NOT TO STRIKE 


In a statement issued by Mayor 
Key on Wednesday he recognized 
the right of all city employees to 


organize, but at the same time de- 
clared that those maintaining the 
public safety have a moral obliga- 
tion to the city not to strike. 

The statement intended to con- 
vey the attitude of the present city 
administration, was written for pub- 
lication in The Survey, a civic maga- 
zine issued from New York. 

“Because a person is employed by 
a city he does not thereby cease 
to become an American citizen noi 
Surrender any right of an Ameri- 
can citizen,” said the mayor. “How- 
ever, there is imposed upon him 
a certain duty and obligation some- 
what different from other employ- 
ees. This employee must measure 
up fully to that duty and obliga- 
tion or he would not be a loyal city 
employee, nor, in fact, would he 
be a full grown American citizen. 

He cited the firemen as acceding 
to this view. “Recently,” he said, 
“the city firemen made a demand 
for increase in wages which the 
city at this time was not able to 
meet, and upon an appeal made to 
them as an organized body, and 
after time for due consideration, 
then upon their own motion, in con- 
sideration of the public, and with 
the desire to make their contribu- 
tion toward harmony everywhere, 
withdrew their application until an- 
other year.”’ 

He says that on the whole it can 
be safely asserted that the relations 
between capital and labor, employer 
and employee, are more harmonious 
and industry more composed in the 
city of Atlanta than in any other 
city in the United States. 

“Il attribute this situation in large 
part to the attitude which this ad- 
ministration has taken on this sub- 
ject,” he declared. 


OIL CONCERN DENIED 
STOCK SELLING RIGHT 


Secretary of State Refuses 
Permit on Ground of Ques- 
tionable Leases. 


_ The business of selling oil stock 
in Georgia on farm leases which are 
quesbionable was given a crimp by 
Secretary of State S. G. McLendon 
Wednesday when he wrote a let- 
ter to an applicant for a permit to 
sell stock in this state, advising him 
that he would not grant any such 
privilege to a company holding a 
charter in one state and basing their 
stocks on socalled leases to Texas 
land. 

The letter, which is self-explana- 
tory, and shows up the liability to 
Which purchasers of securities 
founded solely on leases subject 
themselves. 

Dear Sir: I have your letter of Septem- 
ber 8 You state that your company is a 
Delaware comporation holding leases on more 
than one thousand farms, and you desire to 
make application for leave to sell some of 
its stock in Georgia. One thousand farms 
would seem to cover a very large scope of 
country; but Texas contains 172,160,600 
acres of land, and I am informed that hun- 
dreds of thousands of acres of this land mav 
be leased for oil and gas purposes at 16 
— per acre and one-eighth of the oil pro- 
uced, 

All of your more than one thousand leases 
to more than one thousand farms contain the 
following clause: “If no well be commenced 
on said land on or before the —— day of 

- 19—, this lease shall terminate as 
to bath parties, unless the lessee on or be- 
fore that date shall pay or tender to the 
lessor , . the sum of —— dollars, which 
shall operate as rental and cover the priv- 
ilege of deferring the commencement of a 
well for months from said date.’ 

Each one of your more than one thousand 
leases also contains a clause which prac- 
tically disavows any covenant or warranty 
of seisin or of title in the lessor. Tha 
clause reads: “‘If said lessor owns a less In 
terest in the above described land than th:

Proceedings Dismissed in 
Sensational Moultrie 
Case, When Three Peo- 
ple, Charged With Kid- 
naping, Agree to Leave 
State.

| Just Out of Albany 


Albany, Ga., September 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Construction work on the big 
concrete dam, which is to be built 
in Flint river 2 miles above Albany 
for the Georgia-Alabama Power 
company, has begun. The Harda- 
way Contracting company has the 
contract, and the dam and power 
house are to be completed within 
tifteen montbs. 

This will be the largest hydro- 
electric power development in south 
Georgia. The new dam will be in 
sight of the one on Muckafonee 
creek, built some years ago for the 
Albany Power and Manutacturing 
company, which the GeorgiagAla- 
bama Power company recently ab- 
sorbed. More than 130 carloads of 
cement will be put into the dam and 
foundations for the powerhouse. The 


contractors will build a new railroad % 


bridge across Muckafoonee creek, 
and 150 huts are to be built immedi- 
ately for the accommodation of la- 
borers on the work. 

There is to be one unuswual fea- 
ture of this power devélopment. 
Muckafoonee creek and Flint river, 
into which the former stream emp- 
ties, are at right angles to each 
other for a considerable distance 
from their junction point. The two 
dams, one in the creek and other in 
the river, will be only about a half 
mile apart, and a canal is to be 
built from a point above the river 
dam to a point above the creek dam, 
which will make possible the turn- 
ing of water from one stream into 
the other at times when water may 
be low in one stream and high in the 
other. 

The new river dam will stana at 
the head of navigation on Flint 
river, and a splendid period of devel- 
opment in Albany is expected to 
follow the making available of an 
abundance of hydro-electric power. 
Already some of the effects of the 
improvement are visible, and a num- 
ber of new manufacturing and in- 
dustrial concerns are being organ- 
ized on the strength of the prospect- 
ive availability of abundant cheap 
power, :

PRESBYTERIANS TALK 
ON WORK FOR NEGROES 


Prominent Educators Ad- 
dress Conference at First 


Presbyterian Church. 


A conference of leading Presby- 
terians of the city outlining and 
discussing plans for the extension 
of practical educational and evani 
gelical work among the negroes of 
Atlanta, was in session all day 
Wednesday at the First Presby- 


terian church, 

Dr. J. Sprole Lyons, pastor of the 
church, made an introductory ad- 
dress, and at the end of the day’s 
work summarized what had been 
done. 

Dr. John Little, one of the direc- 
tors of negro mission work in Louis- 
ville, Ky., spoke on the subject, 
‘The Awakening of Man to the Ne- 
gro Problem.’ During the course of 
his address and afterwards, ques- 
tions were asked the speaker, as 
the meeting was entirely informal. 

“The Spirit of Christ in Negro 
Missions” was the subject of ad- 
dress of Dr. M. Ashby Jones, of the 
Ponce de Leon avenue’ Baptist 
church. After his address, a lunch- 
eon was served the conference at 
the church, during which Charles 
A. Sheldon, Jr., the organist, gave 
a number of organ selections. 

In the afternoon Dr. W. H. Shep- 
hard, a negro pioneer missionary 
in the Congo region, and who has 
been doing mission work among his 
own people in Louisville, used as his 
topic, “The Value to the Negro of 
the White Man’s Interest in Him.” 

Dr. Plato Durham, of Emory uni- 
versity, spoke on “The Larger As- 
pect of Work for the Colored Peo- 
ple.” 

This all-day conference is one of 
the many meetings being held in the 
Presbyterian churches of the city, 
preparatory toward the opening of 
their negro mission at Fraser and 
Richardson streets on Sunday. 

At 8 o’clock Dr. Shephard spoke 
to a large audience at tne First 
Presbyterian church on his various 
experiences in the Congo region. The 
Presbyterian mission, which has 
been running for some time, will 
be dedicated Sunday, when Rev. Mr. 
Campbell, who has also had mission- 
ary experience among the negroes 
of Louisville, will be ordained, and 
will formally take charge as direc- 
tor of the mission. 

Resolutions Adopted. 


At the evening session, the con- 
ference adopted a set of resolutions 
recognizing the value of wise and 
conciliatory efforts for a more per- 
fect understanding between the two 
races, that a thoroughly Christian 
atmosphere was the best of heal- 
ing methods, and that the best judg- 
ment of the conference was to the 
effect that the methods and type 
of work used in Louisville was wor- 
thy of emulation. 

A novel means of better under- 
standing was the inviting of many 
of the negro race, servants, cooks 
and negroes known by the various 
Presbyterian families, to the [First 
Presbyterian church in the evening, 
and giving them refreshments. 
There was an abundance left from 
the mid-day luncheon, and so the 
leaders detided to have the negroes 
in the evening. They had salads, 
sandwiches, ice tea, cream and cake. 


LLOYD-GEORGE REPLIES 
10 BULLITT'S STORY 


London, September 17.—The Press 
Association has issued the following 
apparently authorized statement 


from Downing street where Premier 
Lloyd-George has returned: 

“William C. Bullitt’s statements 
appear to be a garbled account of 
a@ private conversation with Mr. 
Lloyd-George at a breakfast, after 
Mr. Bullitt’s return from Russia, 
together with a mixture of con- 
versations with other people. 

“In the opinion of the premier 
some of the statements are so ridic- 
ulous as to carry their own re- 
futation on the face of them,.- as, 
for example, the suggestion of an 
intention to send Lord Lansdowne 
to Russia as ambassadod. 

“But, apart from examples of this 
kind the suggestion is that the nar- 
rator’s memory was hopelessly at 
fault. While it is not suggested 
that Mr. Bullitt did not talk with 
the premier, it is categorically de- 
nied that any statement was given 
for publication, and the whole ac- 
count is authoritatively declared to 
be absolutely inaccurate in impor- 
tant particulars and grotesqe.”
